ST. PATRICK S DAY 
Many people celebrate th e birth day of St. Pat­ 
rick, but beyond th e fact th at h e was Irish , and 
asked th e snakes to vacate Ireland, only a few of 
th ose wh o wear th e sh amrock in h is h onor know 
just wh o St. Patrick was. 
St. Patrick is believed to h ave been born some­ 
wh ere near th e year 389 . His birth day occurred 
around midnigh t on March 8. 
Wh eth er it was 
before th e clock struck 12, or just after, nobody 
fever knew. Th erefore, wh en th e birth day cele­ 
brations started, some people kept one day and 
some anoth er. Finally it was suggested th at th e 
eigh t and nine be added, and th e 17th kept as an 
anniversary. For nearly 1500 years th is h as been 
done. 
Th e Irish saint may h ave been born in Scot­ 
land or France or England. Nobody really knows. 
But wh en h e was 16 a band of marauders carried 
h im and h eld h im in bondage in Ireland for six 
years. He escaped, landed in France, studied in 
a monastery near th e Mediterranean, and a little 
later went back to Ireland as a missionary. 


It was Easter Eve, so th ey say, wh en h e met th e 
pagan priests and ch ieftains, wh o h ad gath ered 
at Tara for a h eath en celebration. King Laeg- 
h aire was to start th e blaze on h is pile of fagots 
after wh ich th e oth er h res would be kindled. 
Patrick saw an opportunity to advance Ch ris­ 
tianity. lie remembered th at once upon a time 
Elijah h ad called down fire from Heaven on a 
nigh t wh en anoth er group of pagans needed con­ 
verting. Th e legend says th at h e did th e same 
th ing. 
King Laegh aire h ad been a devout pagan, so 
it took considerable teach ing to Ch ristianize h im. 


Finally all th e obstacles but one were removed. 
He couldn’t understand th e Trinity. 
St. Patrick went strolling across th e Irish braes 
as h e tried to th ink of a way to make th e king 
believe. He noticed a sh amrock growing at h is 
feet. He stooped, plucked th e spray, and carried 
it back to th e king. He asked th e monarch if h e 
couldn’t see th at th e Trinity ... th e Fath er, th e 
Son and th e Holy G h ost... were one, just as th e 
th ree leaves on one stem were one.

TAP)—Indiana farmers had 40,- 
773,000 bushels of corn in their 
bins on March 1, the lowest sup- 
ply for that date since 1925, ac- 
cording to a report issued today 
by the Purdue university agri- 
cultural station. 


The survey set wheat holdings 


at 5,521,000 bushels and oats 17,- 
800,000 bushels. The wheat sup- 
ply is above the average for the 
last ten years, but the oats crop 
is small* than the ten-year av- 
erage. 


The report shows 79 per cent 


of the 1930 corn crop is mer- 
chantable, an increase of 2 per 
cent? over the November, 1930 es- 
timate. Last year the crop was 


only 65 per cent merchantable, 
while the year before the figure 
was 82 per cent. 


Milk production has changed 


little from the last month or 
year, being listed at 14 pounds 
per cow daily, but the total for 
each farm has dropped slightly, 
being reported at 90.5 pounds a 
day, with an average of 6.48 cows 
on each farm. 


The number of hens on each 


farm has decreased from 121 on 
March 1, last year, to 108 this 
year, and the daily production of 
eggs has dropped from 54 to 47. 


For every 100 jobs available 


there are 179 men to take them, 
as compared with 119 available 
men at the same time last year.

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REFRIGERATOR 


No matter how good your re- 


frigerator is if you open the 
doors frequently and leave them 
open for more than a second or 
so at a time you cannot expect 
your foods to be properly re- 
frigerated. We all know this, yet 
sometimes we fail to make use of 
our knowledge. Before preparing 
a meal it is a good plan to make 


-a mental list of all foods needed 


.so that it-will only be necessary 
to open the refrigerator once or 
twice; and after the meal left- 
overs that need storing should 
be collected and put in the re- 
frigerators at the same time. 
Also in preparing to do any bak- 
ing, first think of the eggs, but- 
ter, milk and so forth that you 
will need and open the refrig 
erator only once to get them. 


Never put anything into the 


refrigerator 
hot. Some foods 


ought to be cooled quickly to 
prevent souring. In that case it 


. is best to set the dish containing 


them in a pan of cold water 
changing 
the 
water 
several 


times, in order to cool them 
Dishes used for refrigerator stor- 
age should be thin, preferably of 
glass or enamel ware, as these 
do not hold the heat so long as 
do dishes of earthenware.
